In reference hereunto^ he declares himfclf in Three Difier- 
tations; Inthefrj?, he (hews^ How theyl/;;^^n^ Af^^V^r^may 
throughout Nature's three kingdoms (as they fpeak) be ccn- 
tradedj from that vaft and luxuriant heap^ met with in Lif-

penfatories and other PhyficL-books, to a few fimple aod yet 
choice and efficacious Medicins ^ adding thereunto^ both hi$ 
Method of preparing fuch remedies for ail forts of diiezfes^and 
wichall fliewing: how to bring them into a finall room^to con- 
tain the fame thus contradred. 

In this part the Reader will find the Authoi^s thoughts, firft 
touching fuch Remedies as are pretended to be Vnwer/ai ^ 
andfecondly, an Eaumerarionof fome oi the choict ft Par^ 
^/W^r Medicaments^ of all forts s as Purgitives^ Vomitives^ 
Sudorificks 5 Aftringenr, Refrigeratives, Uiurecicks, Refol- 
ving, Difcuffing, Corroborating, Deterlivej Anodyne, Nar- 
coticks 5 Scoraachicks ^ Heparicks , Spleneticks , Uterine , 
Topicksj Sec. Concerning ail which he fticks not rofay^that 
he hath nothing raflily nor groundlefly affcrced of the Medi- 
cinsby him retained or difcarded. 

In the .S'fr^;!^ he briefly treats of the necefllcy of Modera* 
ting the Rates of Medicins :, which yet he doth.in fuch a man» 
xier^ that on the one hand^ Druggifts^ Apothecaries^ &c. 
may not want encouragement to provide all neceffary mattex 
of Phyiick 3 and ou the other hand^ that the Common people 
may not be alienated from employing honeft and skilful Phy- 
fitians, norfrom the ofe of proper medicins : where he par- 
ticularly examins the T^^^iVa/preparations^ fro which he is no 
Enemyj) and delivers his opinion as to what cheat there is 
frequently pradifed in prifing them, and how men maybe 
directed to know very near die true rate of. many of that 
kind* 

lo the T^/ri he enumerates the benefits that may redound 
to Man-kind ^ by the way of Difpenfing Medicins by Phyfi- 
tiaas themfclvesj fworn and skilful ; as he obferveth it to have 
been in the beg'nning, and even fo'Iate as in the next forego- 
ing Age^ and to beftillpradifed in allthe y/^^^^/^r Countries^ 
Which he faith he advifeth, nor to countenance any dange- 
rous way of preparing Medicins, but to fecure the making of 
r>hyfick to well-known difcreet and experienced Pradtitio- 
i.ersi conceivings that thereby the poorer fort of people^ 
rir-dingthe Fee and Price of Phyfick to be in one hand, would 
be mujch lefs fhy, than now they are^ to repair to good 
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Phyfitiaos , and more deterr'd from confultitig mser Em* 
piricks and MouncebankSj making great havock amongft 
them 5 befides that Phyfick would by tliat means be much 
improved 5 Intruders debarred from doing mifchief by the 
indifcreet ufe of Receipts i and many fudden Accidents, 
which admit not of the delay of ftaying for both Phyfitian 
and Apothecary fas Apoplexies^ Epilepfies, Hyfteric fits,&cO 
better provided for. 

Here and there the Author taketh occafion to ani^ 
madvert on thofe pretended high Arcana s ^ CathoUcon's ^ 
Panaceas^ Elixirs ^ Vniverfal Menjiruums ^ particularly the 
Jlcahefi 5 yet without denying 3 that there may be 
one and the fame Medicin fo excellent as exceedingly to 
ftrengthen and cleanfe the body, and togive reh'ef iam^f?;? 
difeales. 

Whire he difcourfeth of fitting Medicins to the Con* 
ftitutioQ of people , he obfervech , that a certain fort 
of laxative Aloe-pills are properer for Countries and 
people that drink Bier, than thofe that drink Wine. Ar.d 
lohenoteth, that Vensc*fed:ion is more ufeful toTome Na- 
tions, than others. 

If the Author had taken care to have dehVered his m^^t^ 
ter in a clear ftile, he would certainly have proved much 
more inftrudiive, than, *tis feared, henowwiih This De^- 
deratum, we hope, will be fatisfied in the fecond JE- 
dition* 

III. Joh^Bapt.Sylvatici INSTITVTIO MEDIC J de ilsqui 
Morbum fimulant deprehendendis^ Francofurti ad M^nurat

TUm Italian huihov^ having reprefented both the Impor- 
tance of this argument, and affigned the Caufs in- 
ducing people either to counterfait or to hide Difeafes (which 
he reduces to Fear^ Shamef aftnefs^ and Profit 5 ) enumerates 
thefeveral Ways, how this Simulation or Diflimulation may 
be performed^ And of thefe he obferveth chiefly three: 
The firfi^whcn a Sicknefs is pretended by Words only, and 
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really is rot • as a Cclickj Head-ache^ &€♦ to avoid appear* 

ance in publick or for other reafons. The fecond^whcn there 
appear figns and marks of difeafes in the Body, but are caufed 
on purpofe by Counterfaits for various ends; fuch asfeem 
to indicate a Fever, Scp.bbines^ Leprofy, an Exulceration of 
the Lungs by fpitting bloud, and Grarid^tion it felF^ either^ 
to raife Coir-paffion, as in Beggars, (as in the laft cafe,) for 
SuccLffijn, as in great Women, makii-g it up by Suppcfiri. 
tious Births. T^Iiq thtni^ when there is really afickneis, but 
hid and concealed to theutrnoft; as th^ Venereal Dtfea^e^ to 
avoid pubhck Hiamc, or the lofs of an advantagiou? match, 
and efpeciah'y ZLot^'^/r/^w/f/r, cover'd out of modefty , cr for 
o:her caufes , but often inducii^g a high degree of Mclan= 
choly^and fcmetimes Madnefs. 

This being difpatched, he giveth feveral Diredions , fnfc 
in general I How counterfaited fickneCTes mny be found our, 
and the various arts and cheats deted:ed .• For the due perfor- 
mance of which^ he judgeth it not fufficient to have great 
Medical Experience^ but befides finds it requifile to employ 
more than ordinary fagacity in exploring all cireumftances 
and outward accidents^ and efpecially thofe things, that re- 
fate particularly to the genius^ temper and ftate of the fup- 
pofcd Counterfeit* 

Secondly in particular ; where he teacheth^ how thofe are 
to be difcover'dj that counterfi^it Pain, and pretend Impotent 
CV;^ Sterility^ Virginity (circa uUtmum hoc arpmwntum multa 
differ ens cumfu^ iumde varns earn mentitndi rrtodis, turn de depre-^ 
henderdce mentiice dtjjjcultatibus^ turn de Hymenis exijlentza 5 } 
Fur-herth^fc that fain or conciliate Madnefs, or Inlenfible* 
nefsj for rimes and occafioiis ; asalfofnch, that raife, by art^ 
Tumors, Scabs, Ulcers^ FeverSj and B!oiid*fpitting. More- 
over, how 10 deter difuuifed Love-fickncfsj together v/ith 
divers Examples of i-s Difcovery, and the method and ll ght 
emv^Ioyed b:;th in making tiiat di'^covery, and ni caring the 
malady; fort e la: :ercf which he commends chiefly the im- 
port of that of the Poet, 
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Intrat amor mentes ufu 5 dedifcitur ufu j 
And the advice cf Lucretius:^ 

Sed fugitare decetjimulacra ^ pabula amoris^ 
jibfierrere fibi atque alio converter e mentem 
Acjacere Amorem colleUum in Corpora quoqm. 

To which he adds ihe way of diTcovering fuppofed Dasmo^ 
ntacks^ and Enthufiafts ; yecacknowlcdg-ng withall the dif^ 
ficulty of difcerning fuch Impoftiires i^ 01 which he efleemeth 
many may be afcribed partly to MelanchohCj partly to llterin- 
fits , partly to plain- Cheating , as is that of the Ventri* 
loqui. 

He fubjoins the method of finding out women that hide 
their Conception 5 and thofe that counterfeit ft : And con* 
cladetha!! with the skill requifice to difcover fuch as are io^ 
fe(5ted with the Lues Venerea^ and ftiidy to paUiate \i with fome 
other Difeafe; and thofc alio to whom Poifon hath been 
given fccretljo

il A (one of whomtsaLearned PhyfuiznGf Lon^dorij) why 
110 notice had been taken in thefe Tracis of this Uief ul piece, 
we thought good^ (^I^'-dging^ for the excufeofour tardinefs 
herein^ this Book's efcaping our view hitherto.) to give the 
enfoi' gaccompt of it. 

Thv- Learned Author then underraketh in k to defcribe 
chiefly the Uie^ :ind Virtues of thofe Simpks or Plants^which 
grov/iiig in Europe , are by long Experience approved of > 
treating mare particularly of thofc, that grow in Dermar^ and 
K^/^,jy5whxharethsCountries,he is in a more efpeciai man- 
ner related to^

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This Defcription he performeth in fuch a Method , that 

he reduceth the faid Plants.ro Four Clafjes Alphabetically^ 

according to the Four Seafons of the year /wherein they 

grow or are in flower j that fo the Curious BptamJI: and 

others may know 5 when fach and fuch 'Plants are to be 

had and gathered for ufe, llv's he doth, brginning from 

the Winicr- plants ^ and thence proceeding to the 

Vernal and -Eilival , and concluding with the Autum^ 

uah 

He inferts m many places divers Remedies and ufcful 

Advices for Health : In the doing of whch^ and View- 
ing himfelf very particularly concern'd for the cure of 
the Tabes- Anglica^ (the ConfuwptioH,) fo much rcignnig in 
England , he employcth more than one page ii] rcxom- 
mending to the EnghJIj Nation (for whom lie expreffcth a 
fmgular efteem ) that Plant, which the Latins call Che/r- 
domum majus vulgar e, the greater Celandine^ as an approved 
raedicin and no lefs than a Specifick to cure thai iJifcafe, 
aUer- the -ufe of Antimonial Emecicks ; teaching withal! , 
that it is to be prepared and ufed , for that purpofe, in its 
TincSare 5 together with the Trifolium fibrinum Tabern<£'^ 
W'^^ntani :^ and exhorting alfo diligent AnatomiftSj to open 
and well to examine the Liver and other vijcera of fuch ^ 
as dye of this ficknefsj bcif)g himfelf altogether pcrfuaded^ 
that thofe are the Parts, which are primarily and by idiQ« 
pathy affedled in a Conlumption, and the Lungs not other« 
wife than fecondarily and by confmt\ Where he alfo taketh 
iiotice^ that one of the main cauies of the frequency of 
this Difeafe among the Engliili n ^ their eating abundance 
of fugar and other fweet things, whicli^ in his opinion^ do 
cauie a o;reac Obftru6lion in the Liver and other Entrals^ 
(the origin of Confumptiom i) which by the afore (aid Plants 
is powerfully refolved and opened. See hun p* ^f^ 
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Further 5 amongft many other Ad^^ices ^ this Author cb 
ferveth 5 that there is hardly any thing more infalubnons 

than to eat frefnly gathered Fruk, efpecially if they wer^ 

expofed to the &iin e efteemmg, chat the impreffion^ made 
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by the San and the fruit, not being yet diffipatedj caufeth 
fiich a fermentation in the blond, as is infeparable from ^ 
Fever. 

For the cure of a Tertian he advifeth the Patient 
to take four or five drops of T^ofo'tnary Oyl in Carduus be- 
nedtUus and Fumiterry watQv ^ and to fweat upon it^ the 
body having, been before prepared by genera! Medi« 
cinSj &c* 

He omits not^ upon occafion to incerfperfe very curious 
remarks 5 as that the Hcrb^ called Gramen Ojftfragum , hath 
this property, thar^ if any Awirnal do eat ot itj, the nerves 
and tendons will be fo rclajced, that it ihall hardly be able 
to ftir 5 but be as if its loins were broken: for which he 
thinks this reafon may be given, that poffibly inthofe places, 
where this Plant grows ^ there are Mines of Qj^iickfilver or 
Lead, whence it m:iy derive this quality fo hoftile to the 
nervei. There is another particular, among many others, 
which we cannot leave un-mentioned 3 vi^ That, whereas 
comm3n Chymifts make Sulphur to be the principal Caufe 
of the Cdmr in Mixts, he rather afcribeth it to Salt, (as he 
alfo doth 7"^^ and Smelhy ) For the proof of which he 
alledgeth divers reafons , which he confirms by this Ejc- 
perieoce ; That, to make Black Horfes become of a Dapple- 
gray 3 you need only give then! for fbnie days in the 
Spring a handful or tv/o of fmall Oak buttons mingled 
with their Oats .• And this change of Colour he at- 
tributes to the Vitriol abounding in Oak ^ and which 
caufeth that cracking noife, which is made by that wood 
when put in the fire^ 

To all vvhich I muft add what he noteth concerning tii3 
Inteftin called CcBCum 5 the Life of wliich is fo much con- 
troverted amongft Anatomifts ^ but difcover'd by this An* 
thor to bcj that as the Bladder of Gall h the receptacle of 
the Gall^ fo this Cmum is the receiver of the Flatur ov 
winds ^ and that thence it is 3 that commonly 'tis found 
empty or only fome clear water in it^ which the winds 
have been turned into : Additig , that Nature hath.m'ade 
this -Inteftin larger in Hoggs, Birds of prey^aad other Beafts, 

which 
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which by reafon of their voracity are more fubjed to cru- 
dities, and therefore to winds^8cc. 

He annexes to the whole feveral Appendixes; whereof 
c;2^ contains the Do(es oi the received Emeticks and Purga- 
tives both fimple and compound 5 Another exfpatiateth into 
the praifes of Hippocrates: The third confidcrs the fcvcra! 
Duties of Phyfitians , Apothecaries and Chirurgions : The 
fourth and laft dcHvers a Method of making a good HcrbalL
